Will solution treat cause or effect? 


Dear Ferrin: 

During this time of indecision, 
turmoil, and depression following 
Elba’s latest flood, I figured a letter 
to you would be the best way to 
share with others some information 
received from people more knowl- 
edgeable about Elba’s flooding 
problems than I, some. local com- 
ments and personal observations. 

The person in charge of the Elba 
Flood Plain Study made in 1970 by 
the Corp. of Engineers stated, unof- 
ficially, that obstruction of the water 
flow could create major problems. 
He specifically mentioned: 

1. Removal of the Elba Dam 
could have an effect on the water 
level - not a great deal, but could 
make the difference. 

2. The railroad bridge catches 
trees, logs, etc., which slow down 
the flow of water. 

3. The trees and undergrowth 


between the levee and the channel 
of the river and canal also slow 
down the water flow. (At one time, 
the landowners along much of the 
west side of the river agreed for 
those areas to be cleared as needed.) 

Assuming that the above are true, 
and they very well might not be, 
questions could be raised about the 
effects taking these steps might 
have had on the ‘98 flood. 

The ‘94 flood, or high water, 
according to whether or not the 
water got in your home or business, 
as I understand it, was caused by 
water collecting within the levee 
due to faulty flood gates. Reports 
are this type problem has been cor- 
rected with the new pumping sys- 
tem. : 

Moore’s Creek creates a problem 
in Brookdale when we have heavy 
rainfall in a short time, because the 
creek bed is crooked and overgrown 


with trees, etc. The state was going 
to straighten it so the water would 
run off faster, but a property owner 
objected. After the ‘90 flood, the 
bridge on Hwy. 189 was replaced 
with culverts, which apparently 
caused the water to back up and 
cross the highway 250 yards north 
of the road. This is directly opposite 
of the “removal or water obstruc- 
tions” approach. 

I was not aware until a friend told 
me that Geneva had very little dam- 
age from the ‘98 flood. That certain- 
ly raises more quesions. Why? 

Have the above things we have 
done or not done made our problem 
worse? 

Are we considering that a solu- 
tion would be to treat the effect or 
should we be trying to treat the 
cause?

Elba and Geneva levees 

Questions about the buy-out 
dominated the questioning from 
council members, Hunter said, “The 
program doesn't have enough 
money to move the whole town.” 
He explained that if a buy-out is 
planned, the city council would set 
the guidelines and be the ultimate 
decision maker on what is bought 
and what must wait until later. 
Hunter also explained that these 
applications are competitive and if 
Elba’s application contains build- 
ings which are rated higher (for 
potential future flooding) than those 
of other communities, Elba 
approval would rate higher on the 
list. 

FEMA funds for a buy-out (at 
100% of pre-flood appraised prices) 
are 75 percent to 25 percent match- 
ing funds with local government or 
other agencies making up the differ- 
ences. Mayor Grimes said he knew 
of one community where the prop- 
erty owners had to absorb 10 per- 
cent of this price,

state and federal agencies to repair 
the damage done to the county’s 
infrastructure. Eighty-five percent 
of the funds needed for reconstruc- 
tion to pre-flood conditions will be 
provided, with 75 percent provided 
by federal funding, and 10 percent 
provided by the state. 

There is a possibility the state 
will absorb the additional 15 per- 
cent of the cost toward reconstruc- 
tion as was done in 1990. Normally, 
the county would have to provide 
these funds in money or in-kind 
vw Ork. 

Webb concluded his report by 
commenting, “Generally, recovery 
is going well and quickly.” 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
told commissioners that work on 
the county’s flood-damaged roads is 
going well. 

He reported that county crews are 
concentrating on the washouts at 
the edge of the pavement due to the 
danger to motorists traveling the 
roadways. 

The engineer told commissioners 
that the number of closed roads in 
the county is down from 52 to six, 
and he hoped that figure would be 
down to one or two by the end of 
the week. 

Tindell stated that an accurate fig- 
ure - dollar wise - on the damage 
done to the county’s roads would be 
forthcoming as soon as survey 
crews complete their inspection to 
damage sites. 

In his report, Tindell asked for 
resolutions to bid fuel, pipe and also 
authorizing the application for a 
transportation enhancement grant to 
be used at the county’s landfill. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley recommended that Kathryn 
Lolley, a certified public accoun- 
tant, be hired as the assistant county 
administrator, The commissioners 
concurred, setting her annual salary 
at $33,000. 

Mobley reported that a $35,000 
grant has been received by the 
county for a Family Services 
Center. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
told commissioners that the revised 
county employee handbook was in 
its final stages and would soon be 
ready for review by the commis- 
sion. 

A lengthy discussion took place 
at the beginning of the meeting as 
several county residents in atten- 
dance registered their complaints 
and requests concerning dirt roads. 

A Mr. Jones and Ms. Griffin 
addressed the commission concern- 
ing Co. Rd, 718. 

“We would like get our road 
paved,” said Jones. 

He stated that they had been try- 
ing to get something done on the 
road since 1990 

Charles Ellison told commission 


ers, “I just want to say I need some 
help on Co. Rd. 258. I’ve got some 
pictures if you want to see them. 
I’ve been through this several times, 
hauling dirt back up the hill.” 

A group of citizens from District 
One appeared before the commis- 
sion to express their concerns about 
the impassable conditions of Co. 
Rds. 365 and 360 when it rains. 

Jerry Chandler told commission- 
ers “we have not had problems from 
just the recent floods, we've had 
trouble since the ‘90 flood.” 

When it rains, the school bus will 
not travel the road nor will the res- 
cue squad ambulance come out, he 
said. 

“In fall and winter of 1992, the 
road or a portion of the road was 
covered by water 13 times,” said 
Chandler. “We need your help.” 

Others addressing the commis- 
sion on singular road conditions 
were a Mrs. Howell - Co. Rd. 641; 
a Mr. Estes - Co. Rd. 657; and Shay 
Howell - Co. Rd. 642. 

All expressed their concerns over 
the condition of the roads when it 
rains and asked the commissioners 
for help. 

The commissioners told all pre- 
sent that it was their desire to fix or 
pave all the dirt roads in the county, 
but were quick to add that funding 
was the key factor in accomplishing 
this goal. 

In other business, the commis- 
sion: 

* Approved the final plat for the 
Evergreen Subdivision located at 
the intersection of Co. Rds. 156 and 
157. 

* Tabled bids received on traffic 
striping. Two bids were received: 
one from Ozark Striping for 
$64,168.00 and the other from

* Signed a resolution declaring 
County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley as the designated agent to 
deal with FEMA and other agencies 
providing relief to the county for 
flood damage. 

* Approved a motion that all 
rental of the Farm Center receive 
prior approval from the county 
commission, 

* Approved a motion to transfer a 
county employee with the mainte- 
nance department, Todd Rugg, to 
another department due to the fact 
that he is the nephew of Phil Rugg, 
who is the supervisor of that depart- 
ment, This is in violation of the pro- 
visions of the county employees’ 
handbook.
